It authorizes the employ- 
ment of assistance for the attorney 
general in enforcing

and appropriates half a million for this 
purpose. The bill 
forbids 
specified 


classes of corporations doing business 
after June SO. 1904, except under cer- 
tain contiltions. These Include filing 
with the interstate commerce com- 
mission certain statements 
showing 


the capital stock, value of same, how 
much waa paid in full In cash, the 
names of officers of the corporation, 
amount of dividends, all details re- 
lating to ownership and 
value of 


stock, and an agreement of corpora- 
tion to comply with all laws of the 
United States affecting such corpora- 
tions. The attorney general was au- 
thorized to require the corporation at 


time to make a statement regard. 


ing Its business covering the transac- 
tions entered 
into within 
twelve 


months preceding Much requisition. 


The Penalty. 


Section four, provides "that 
every 


person, corporation, Joint stock com- 
pany or any other association engaged 
In commerce with foreign nations or 
among several states who shall enter 
into any contract, 
combination or 


conspiracy, or who shall give any di- 
rection or authority to do any act, for 
the purpose of driving out of business 
any other person engaged therein, or 
who for such purpcuie shall In course 
of commerce sell any article or pro- 
duct at less than its fair market value 
or nt less price than it Is accustomed 
to demand or receive therefor in any 
other place under like conditions; or 
who shall sell any article upon condi- 
tion, contract, or undertaking that It 
shall not be sold again by purchaser or 
restrain such sate by purchaser, shall 
be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor 


and on conviction thereof, 
shall be 


punished by a fine not exceeding $5000, 
or by imprisonment not to exceed one 
year, or by both said punishments, in 
the discretion oj the court." 


The bill also provides that all books 


and papers of corporations affected by 
It shall be subjected to Inspection by 
the government. Punishment Is pro- 
vided for a corporation 
officer 
who 


«nny in any manner violate the provis- 
ions of the act. 


"Corporations or companies affected 


by this bill, which shall do anything In 
contravention of the 
provisions of 


this act. are forbidden to engago

Resign Her Office. 


Washington, Jan. 2—The feature of 


the cabinet meeting today was the de- 
cision to close permanently the post- 
office at Indianola, Miss., from which 
postmaster, Minnie M. Cox, colored, re- 
signed under compulsion a few days 
ago, since which time the office has 
be n closed. 
The postmaster general 


has had a thorough investigation and 
has become satisfied the woman waa 
obliged to resign under duress—in fact 
that her life was endangered* Having 
represented this state of affairs to the 
cabinet after a long discussion the de- 
cision above noted was reached, and 
the office will not be re-opened until 
the people are ready to accept this wo- 
man as postmaster. 


The official statement of the Indian- 


ola, Miss., case was issued after cabin- 
et meeting. This shows that Mrs. Min- 
nie Cox, colored, was appointed post- 
master by President Harrison, re-ap- 
pointed by McKlnley, her character 
and standing in the community endors- 
ed by the most reputable people in the 
town; her bondsmen include two lead- 
ins; democrats, and a banker; she has 
given the utmost satisfaction as post- 
master; her moral standing la of the 
highest.

The postmaster recently forwarded 


her resignation to take effect on Jan- 
uary 1st, but the report of inspectors 
and information received from various 
reputable white citizens of the town, 
and neighborhood show the resigna- 
tion was enforced by a brutal and law- 
less element, purely upon the ground 
of her color and was obtained under 
terror of threats.

Vienna, Jan. 2—Increased 
tariff 


duties on both grain and .manufactur- 
ed articles are an Impportant feature 
of the new Ausglelch, which it Is learn- 
ed is of a highly protectionist charac- 
ter.

The agreement is the re- 
sult of a compromise on/ the part of 
both Austria and Hungary. The two 
premiers wished to resign, asserting 
they were unable to reach an agree- 
ment. Emperor Francis Joseph, how- 
ever, refused to consent to this and 
insisted that the Ausgleich must be 
completed before midnight, December 
31.

cable ship Sllvei town was eVentful anij< 
at timea unpleasantly exciting. \Twervte' 
hours out from San Francisco the ship 
was betset by bad weather, which con- 
tinued with the exception of one day, 
to the end of the voyage. At times 
ths wind approached the. velocity of a 
gale and heavy seas that buffeted the 
ship about, retar..ed her progress aa 
well as endangered the safety 'of the 
cable; In fact, every adverse condition 
usually encountered in the laying' of a 
cable was. met with and at times made 
the task a hazardous one. During a 
stoim the decks were washed by tur- 
bulent seas. Those at work In paying 
out the cable on the main deck and 
about the .cable machinery, waded in 
water to their kne.es. The companion 
ways were battened down In order to 
prevent the looding of the salon. One 
of the cooks was badly scalded by a 
cauldron of spilled soup. 
The salon 


steward was hurled against a door and 
severely bruised and injured. At times 
the ship rolled terribly and it seemed 
that the great strain would prove dis- 
astrous to the cable. As tne ship lifted 
and lurched the great 
drum around 


which the strand was passing around 
almost cease to revolve one moment, 
only to resume with a rush the next 
endangering the lives of the men on the 
cable. 
The cable was in danger of 


breaking and being lost in 2300 fath- 
oms. But the ship and cable were so 
well handled that an acident was avert- 
ed and when the storm abated, the 
work proceeded.

ministered by Tona Diralap. The cor- 
oner's^ Jury exonerated Miss Dunlap. 
The grand Jury, however, Indicted her. 


The only motive alleged by 
the 


prosecution waa that 
Tona Dunlap 


hoped to succeed AllSe Dool in the 
store clerkship. It waa proved that 
Tona Dunlap had purchased strych- 
nine but the young woman testified 
and was corroborated by relatives that 
she had bought the poison and used it 
as a corn remedy. 


The prosecution proved the choco- 


lates contained poison and that Mis* 
Dunlap gave them to Miss Dool. 


The testimony also 
developed the, 


fact that Tona Dunlap 
and another 


young woman had eaten candles from 
the same bag and neither suffered In- 
Jury. 


Miss Dunlap has Stoutly maintain- 


ed her innocence and 
her lawyers 


have tried to establish the theory of 
accidental poisoning. 


For two days rumors have been cur- 


rent concerning a statement alleged 
to have been made by a Juror prior to 
his acceptance, but nothing; of an au- 
thentic nature can be learned. Th« 
Juror in question is said to have told 
a friend he "would either ban*; Tona 
Dunlap or hang the jury." shcold haj 
be chosen as a juror.

speaker. I have read 
the personal 


pledges, in writing, by letter, telegram, 
and otherwise of forty-nine republi- 
can house members. I am prepared 
to state for the first time that Mr.

pledges ara kept and I have no doubt 
they will be, for I trust the men who 
made them." 


The Miller letter was passed out by 


Jake Thompson, 
Sherman's 
private 


secretary in the last legislature. It Is 
alleged to have been written by Mr. 
Miller on March 14, 1900, to Arthur 
Todd, at Belle Prairie, in answer to a 
communication received by Miller the 
previous day. Mr. Miller's letter the 
Sherman men assert, convicts him, 
not only of being an enemy to Tan- 
ner, but also of being a spy in the 
Tanner camp. 


Before Tanner Waa in Race. 


The fact, however, is overlooked by 


Miller's accusers that the letter was 
written a long time previous to Tan- 
ner's announcement of his senatorial 
candidacy and also a good while pre- 
vious to the time the primaries were 
held in 
Hamilton 
county. Several 


copies of the lette* were circulated 
about the corridors of the hotel, with 
the evident intention of creating 
a 


sensation, but they failed to produce 
the expected result. 


Miller's friends laughed at the story 


upon "becoming informed as to 
the 


contents of the alleged accusing 'docu- 
ment. 


The following paragraphs of the al- 


leged letter form the basis 
for the 


Sherman allegations against Miller: "I 
occupy the same position I have al- 
ways occupied as to the senatorship, 
and that is, I think Senator Cullom 
should be returned and I am for re- 
aurning him, and If I am nominated 
and elected I shall use by influence, 
in caucus and elsewhere, for return- 
ing him; unless, of course, I were pos- 
itively instructed otherwise, and that 
I do not consider even a possibility, 
for a large majority of the sentiment 
of this county is unquestionably for 
the return of Senator Cullom, and, ev- 
en if I had been otherwise Inclined, I 
shall most certainly faithfully repre- 
sent and carry out the Interest and the 
wishes of the republicans of Hamilton 
county. I hope you can accept this 
aB my frank and candid position In 
this matter, and I also hope you will 
find ft your pleasure to place me right 
before the republicans In your vicinity.

Death came to Mrs. J. 
E. Bering 


Friday morning at 4:45 o'clock after 
months of suffering which she had en- 
dured with the patience and fortitude 
born of a strong character. The 'end 
was not unexpected. For some months 
she had been bedfast, and during the 
past few days, the realization 
was 


forced upon her family 
and friends 


that the life current was olowly ebbing 
away, and that it was a question of 
only a few days when 
she would 


cross the bar. For the past ten years 
she had been an Invalid. The illness 
which was followed by her death came 
upon her while 
visiting her niece, 


Miss Sadie Perry, in the Island of 
Capri, Italy, last spring. Accompanied 
by Mrs. Louis Ennls and Mrs. Emma 
Gillette Oglesby Bhe had gone abroad 
for the summer, Bailing 
from New 


York on February 10, 1901. She went 
first to the Island of Capri, and short- 
ly afterwards became 
ill and

which her studies and artistic temper- 
ament so thoroughly fitted her to en- 
joy to the utmost.

A curious story of mistaken identity 


lies behind a bill introduced by Rep- 
resentative Pearre, of Maryland 
to 


repeal a pension bill which was passed 
at the last sessipn of congress. 
It 


Is a comedy of errors, in which Uncle 
Sum involuntarily played the pait of 
Santa. Claus to a poor and deserving 
old soldier too modest to ask the re- 
lief which he rdeser,ved. 


The soldier is John Smith, of East 


Liverpool, O." 
He Was badly injured 


in the civil war ahd lost his eyesight 
as a result of his wounds. 
He drew a 


pension of $12 a month. 
While other 


veterans suffering from Blight disa- 
bilities got complaisant 
congressmen 


to introduce bill's increasing their pen- 
sions, John Smith, totally 
disabled, 


plodded along on his oiigmal pension, 
and never thought of asking for an 
Increase. 


In the same troop of the same cav- 


alry regiment in which John Smith 
had served there was another John 
Smith, who now lives at Cumberland, 
Md. 
The two Smiths were friends 


and seived through the war side by 
side. 
In the same battle in which 


Smith of Ohio w«is so badly wounded 
Smith of Maiylatfd was also injured— 
severely, but not *so severely as Smith 
of Ohio. 
After the war the two men 


drifted apart, but each joined the same 
boldlei's organization, and there WPS a 
remaikable similarity 
about 
their 


caieers. 
Smith of Maryland also drew 


a pension for his injuries. 


A* the last session Mi-. Pearre Intro- 


duced a bill to inciease John Smiths 
pension from $12 to $21 a month, and 
t was passed. 
HP meant Smith of 


Maryland, but the descriptions of the 
wo men were identical and the pen- 
sion bureau paid the increase to- the 
blind Smith in Ohio. 


That veteran supposed that 
some 


tind fiiend had interceued for him 
vlthout his knowledge 
and 
grate- 


ully accepted the 
Increase. 
But 


•amith of Maryland began making in- 
quiries about why he did not receKv 
his increase and Mr. Pear ^ then d's- 
overed that it had been going to the 
wrong man. 


Knowing nothing of .-.mith of Ohio. 


Mr. Pearre introduced a bill to repeal 
he bill increasing that soldier's pen- 
Ion, as a piellmtnary to giving it to 
tie right man. 
The pension commit- 


ee, investigating the case, came to the 
onclusion that Smith of Ohio was 
von better entitled to an increase 
nan Smith of Maryland, and 
the 


ill wai not rescinded. 
Mr. Pearre 


ntroduced a bill increasing the pen- 
ion of the Maryland Smith, and the 
robablllty Js that both the old com- 
ades in arms will enjoy a double 
enslon as a result of the bureau's mls- 
ake.—Washington Letter in Phlladel- 
hia Ledger.

has long been used as a roof talisman

the house beneath. 


At the first shaving of a baby boy's 


head a. green 
branch 
cro&sed with 


threads strung %\ith scraps of scarlet 
paper is a familiar decoration. 


When, therefore, the converted Chin- 


aman came to embellish the Christmas 
tree he found himself at home. Instead 
of stilgs of popped corn he employs 
strings of popped rice, some plain and 
dead white, others glitteung \vith su- 
gar and still others deftly stained in 
seal let and gold. 


Rice offers endless opportunities to 


a clever cook and replaces the cake 
and plaster 
of Paris of American 


Christmas trees. The rice flour is made 
Into a glutinous dough, which Is cut 
Into segments, fastened, and then fried 
in boiling lard. It expands into a hol- 
low yellow or brown sphere, resembling 
an orange. 


Cold boiled rice, \vhite or colored, Is 


cut Into cubes, pyramids, hearts and 
other shapes and dipped in boiling su- 
gar. 
* Popped rice Is strung on long 


straws and then made into crosses, an- 
chors, wreaths, stars and lozenges. An- 
other kind ot giaceful ornamentation 
Is made by threading 
little circles, 


squares or hearts of scarlet gold or 
ultramarine paper with the finest cot- 
ton or silk thread. These are festooned 
from branch to branch, from tree to 
walls, and around the walls just below 
the ceiling. At a few feet the threads 
are Invisible and the 
gayly 
tinted 


scraps of paper seem floating In the 
air. 


Another use of the thread idea la de- 


lightful in. its oddity and grace. A 
light gray sewing silk is made Into a 
giant cobweb which may be in a corner 
of the room near the ceiling or between 
several branches of a tree. 
To It are 


fastened gaudy spiders made of fluffy 
cotton. In place of flies little crystal- 
lized fruits or hardy flowers are at- 
tached to the threads. Leaves cut from 
scarlet, yellow, gray and brown paper 
are stitched here and there to the web. 


Of pendants attached to the tree 


the variety is great and striking. The 
favorite is candled or gingered fruit- 
red plums, tiny oranges, piece* of car- 
ambola, mandarin orange, blood or- 
ange, figs, strings of watermelon seeds, 
wh{.te and black; squash seeds, al- 
monJs, peach pits and cherry pits; 
cakes of every shape and color; can- 
dies and other sweet meat*. Bright ef- 
fects are obtained by a. liberal use of 
gold and silver tinsel, diminutive mir- 
rors and little flags. The tinsel la ap- 
plied directly 
to 
the 
trunk 
and 


branches, sprinkled on the flr needles, 
or wrapepd around wooden frame- 
works.—New York Evening Post.

African Republic, an exllo from his 
native country and now without 
a 


cpuhtry, after having ruled one for 
twenty years, is so interesting a char- 
acter that his memoirs, told by himself, 
Will be read by thousands of intelli- 
gent people with deep interest. 
He 


has been a leader of a 
remarkable 


people all his life. 
For twenty years 


he was their president by a popular 
vote once in five years.

ple in general, was a religion as aus- 
tere as Galvanism; but it was a faith

Paul Kruger, who all his life talked of 
God's word, read It dally and was a 
devout religionist, was engaged in con- 
flict with his foes nearly all his life.

Joers. 
Naturally Great Britain cov- 


ted the land which it has recently 
onquered at so alarming a cost of 
fe and treasure; or, rather, brought 
le Boers to a condition where they 
ouldl be persuaded to 
acknowledge 


British supremacy In name.

outset Kruger saw that these foreign 
influences must be resisted else the 
brave people would lose their identity, 
their country or, at least, the control 
of it.

Investigation Upholds Koch's Theory

The Pasteur Institute In France, after 


extended experiments, has announced 
its Inability to overthrow the theory of 
Piofebsor Koch regarding the immun- 
ity ot human beings tiora bovine tu- 
bcu-ulobis.

with the germs of cow consumption. 
The only effect during a period cover- 
ing a number of months was the ap- 
pearance of a pimple where the inser- 
tion -was made, which was pronounced 
tuberculosis. This assumption does not 
soem to be justified because any for- 
eign substance interjected into the tis- 
faucs, especially n poisonous one, would 
be likely 
to create irritation even 


greater than that described.

Fierce Savages Who Have Dropped 


Their Man Eating Ways. 


A recent colonial report on the Car- 


ibs of Dominica is interesting. 
Very 


mysterious is the origin of the fierc 
savages, now almost extinct, who wer 
in possession of the smaller West In 
dlan islands when the first white man 
burst "into that silent sea." They 
Showed a distinct Mongolian charac 
ter, and it would be hard to dlstin 
guish a Carib Infant from a Chinesi 
child. Some twenty years ago a China- 
man who had drifted to Dominica de- 
clared the Caribs to be his own peopl 
and married a pure bred Carib woman 
The resultant child showed no devia- 
tion from the native type. 


Today they have dropped their man 


eating ways, but in the sixteenth cen- 
tury they scoured the Spanish main 
In search of human food, and from 
Porto Rico alone are said to have taken 
more than 5,000 men to be eaten.

EDUCATION OF BOER CHILD. 


A Small Hut of Grass Often the Boer 


School House. 


The Boer fathers and mothers looked 


after the education of their children to 
the very best of their ability. They 
knew that they lived 
in a country 


where anything that was once neglect- 
ed was difficult to recover, and that to 
neglect the rising generation meant 
the ruin of their nationality. Therefore, 
every Boer taught his children to read 
and write, and, above all, instructed 
them in God's word. At dinner and 
supper, as the children sat round the 
table, they had to read part of the sa- 
cred Scriptures, and to repeat from 
memory or write down now this and 
now that text, asid this was done day 
by day unless unusual circumstances 
made it impossible. That is how my 
father taught me the Bible and in- 
structed me in its teaching during the j 
evenings. My other course of instruc- 
tion was covered altogether by a per- 
iod of about three months, with fre- 
quent Interruptions. My master's name 
was Tielman Roos, who found much 
difficulty in cairying out his mission. 
Whenever the trek came to a resting 
place and we outspanned a small hut 
was built of grass and reeds, and this 
became the schoolroom for the trek- 
kers' children.—From the Memoirs of 
Paul Kruger.
